Smyrna Mills, Me., June 12.—The 


flaming forests of northern Aroostook 
overwhelmed the village of Hillman, 
a new hamlet seven miles north of 
Smyrna Mills, and • destroyed every 
building in the settlement. 
The ham- 


let was only a year old. 


The population of fifty persons was 


saved from death by the timely arrlr- 
al of a special train sent from Houl- 
ton. 
The flre sufferers were brought 


to Smyrna Mills and were cared for 
by the villagers. In all twelve build- 
Ings were destroyed, but few of them 
were of great -value and the financial 
loss will not exceed $20,000. 


. For several days flames nave ex- 
tended along a line for twenty miles 
in 
1 northern Aroostook: 
The width of 


the fire zone is about five miles. 
Although 
the 
territory 
represents 


about 100 square miles, the entire 
block has not been burned over and 
large sections have been jumped and 
the main 'conflagration has divided in- 
to several sections. 


One of these flres reached a point 


within three miles of the village of 
Hillman. 
A saw 
mill 
owned by 


Simeon T. Dean is located at that 
point and for a time it was difficult to 
save the property. About ?8000 worth 
of lumber was recently burned, but 
the fire fighters succeeded in turning 
the fire away from the mill buildings. 
Later the flre made a detour and 
swept -down upon 
Hillman 
itselt, 


consisting of the residence of Dean, 
the Bangor and Aroostook railroad 
station, a s<:hox)lhouse and ten dwell- 
ings. 


Station Agent McAllister notified 


the railroad company and a special- 
train was sent from Houlton, with a 
steam fire engine and a squad of fire- 
men. 
When the train arrived at the 


village the fire had extended from the 
woods to the schoolhouse,'and it might 
have been possible to have saved the 
hamlet had there been an adequate 
•water supply. 


The firemen, however, 
were un- 


able to find sufficient water to start 
their steamer and the village had to 
be abandoned in haste. 
Before the 


locomotive could rescue four of its 
cars on a siding, the flames licked 
up the railroad station, destroyed the 
four cars, 130,000 feet of pine lum- 
ber 'stored at the station, and con- 
sumed the .ties of-the track.

order establishing at Annapolis a 
school of instruction in marine en- 
gine designing and for, the training 
of naval officers in the engineering 
branch on shore and sea. For years 
an effort in this direction has been 
made by succccssive enginee3rs in 
chief, beginning with Rear Admiral 
George \V. Melville, nearly ten years 
ago. The regulations to govern the 
school .v/il be drawn up by the chief 
of the bureau of Steam Engineering. 
The course will be two years, to be 
followed by a study of shop manage- 
ment and experimental engineering 
and testing of machinery. It is pur- 
posed to detail annually for this In- 
struction ten line officers for the con- 
tinuity of duty, so that in time thcr3 
will be a branch of the line the mem- 
bers of which will be especially skilled 
in marine engine designing and naval 
engineering generally. It is planned 
to have this school in operation by the 
first of next October.
